Under present policy, a would- 
be immigrant denied entry to 
Canada is not given the reason 
for refusal, whether it be on 
grounds of security, ill health 
or some other reason.

East) who said he fully agrees 
with the policy of denying such

The minister said he agrees 
generally with Mr. Winch.

They have taken, for instance, the 
devious form of accusing Turkey of 
aggressive intentions and arming 
Syria to meet them, of stirring un- 
rest in Iran, of fomenting anti- 
Western sentiment throughout the 
Middle East. 
These moves have not been hap- 
hazard; they have been planned and 


- carried out as part of a definite pro- 


gram, for Russia hates the Baghdad 
Pact and the bar it places in the way 
of southward Soviet penetration. 
The nations of the so-called 
Northern Tier —Turkey, Iraq, Iran 
and Pakistan — are united with 
Britain and closely associated with 
the United States in the Pact. Geo- 
graphically, the four Middle Eastern 
states constitute a defensive bloc 
extending from the Aegean Sea 
almost to the borders of Tibet. 
United in a mutual defence alliance 
that includes Britain, and strength- 
ened by British and American arms, 
they could be invaded only at the 
imminent risk of a world war. 
The NATO agreement, to which 
Turkey subscribes, as well as the 
Eisenhower Doctrine of aid to in- 
vaded Middle Eastern lands, add 
further support to the system. 
The arrangement does. not stand 
without its internal difficulties. 
Trouble between Britain and Turkey 
over Cyprus, between Iran and the 
West as a result of Egypt’s Pan- 
Arabic efforts, are examples of the 
strains to which the grouping is 
constantly put. But it has survived 
internal and external stresses so far. 
This week’s Pact meeting at Ankara 
has served to add further stability, 
although marred by a sharp alterca- 
tion between Iraq and the U.S. 
over the latter's attitude to Israel’s 
frontiers, 
* Three resolutions arising from 
the conference are divided among 
idealistic and practical considera- 
tions. The members urge more co- 
operation between their group and 
other similar regional organizations 
for collective security. Such could 
include NATO and SEATO. 


Ghost From the Past 


PARIS REPORT THAT THE 

Maginot Line is to be partially 
rehabilitated’ in order to provide 
atomic-age command posts and radar 
stations for future wars carries its 
own melancholy memories. 

It is rather startling to realize 
that many thousands of Canadians 
of voting age today never heard of 
the Maginot Line except in the past 
tense. Yet at the time it was built 
it was to constitute the indestruc- 
tible, impregnable. wall that would 
protect France from the Germans 
and ensure that no Nazi foot ever 
trod on French soil. 

It was indestructible and im- 
pregnable, all right, but it was also 
undefended on the flank. The Pan- 
zer divisions rolled with ease around 
the northern end and France was 
eliminated as an active combatant. 

But the fortifications remained, 
practically undamaged. In some 
areas the labyrinth of tunnels, shel- 
ters and rooms extends to a depth 


Rebuilding the Reichstag 


HE REICHSTAG, GUTTED BY 

a controversial fire a month 

after Hitler came to power in Ger- 
many in 1933, will be rebuilt. 

The shell of the structure, further 
damaged by bombs in World War II, 
has provided little more than a cover 
for the underground hideouts of 
racketeers and smugglers since 1945. 
Now it is to be restored as an his- 
torical monument. 

Situated almost on the border 
between East and West Berlin, the 
former parliament of Germany may 
never again be used ‘to house its 
elected representatives. 


They also call for recognition 
by members of the United Nations’ 
of the U.N. Emergency Force as 
an instrument for use in disturbed 
areas. 

The present U.N. force, on duty 
along the Israeli-Egyptian border, 
has won the praise of the free world 
and at least the acceptance of the 
Egyptian and Soviet blocs.

The joint staff itself constituted a | 
great advance in the development of | 
the Pact. It was created at a Pact! 
conference in Karachi, Pakistan, last | 
June and specified United States| 
participation. Previously the US. | 
relationship with the group had been | 
non-military, the United States being 
an associate rather than a member. 
The distinction has now been almost 
eradicated. In any serious emer- 
gency the U.S. would function as a 
member. 

It was at that time, too, that 
Washington pledged the Pact mem- 
bers more than $12 millions under | 
the Eisenhower Doctrine. Most of 
this sum is being used to establish 
a rail, road and communications net- | 
work throughout the four Middle 
East member countries.. Another $5 | 
millions was promised by Britain. 
This week Mr. Dulles added another 
$10 millions to this fund, particularly 
for development of telephone and} 
telegraph lines through the four | 
nations. 

The Northern Tier represents the 
strongest factor in the West's re- 
maining influence in the Middle East. 
Indeed, it is perhaps the only tan- 
gible structure on which the West 
can depend in that area and one to 
be defended at almost any cost. 
Collapse of the Baghdad Pact would 
be a major victory for the U.S.S.R. 
and open the Middle East to almost 
unlimited Soviet pressure. For the | 
present, at ledst, it appears able to| 
hold the line.

Same Predicament 


The parallel is obvious. Mankind is 
cooped up on a globe speeding through 
limitless space.

What are the robots that we have 
put in this threatening position? Well, 
there are, of course, the atomic and 
hydrogen bombs.

And third and finally—and at this 


| point in the list there was a flash of the 


amusement of a wise old man at the 
habitual follies of humanity—‘There is 
no use negotiating for the mere sake of 
hearing yourself talk. We must first 
agree very clearly about 
objectives of our negotiations. Obvious 
ly, the most important of all objectives 
is controlled disarmament 

“But controlled disarmament can only 
come by stages, and we must also agree 
among ourselves about the character’ of 
the stages. Furthermore, we must ac 
cept no false substitutes for real con- 
trolled disarmament, such as the so- 
called Rapacki Plan. The Plan would 
do no good, and it will do no good to 
talk about it, either.” 

It is always a curious experience to 
be received by Adenauer. His office is 
huge, airy, heavily humidified (to pre- 
vent bronchial attacks) and so full of 
flowers that it smells like a greenhouse. 
But this enormous, sunny space always 
seems to be entirely filled, as it were, 
by the.single figure of the stillerect 
oid man saying his say with mingled 
scorn and firmness.

Western Allies 

But now, he added, in the era of the 
post-Sputnik awakening, efforts were 
being made to correct the. worst of these 
follies of omission and commission 

“Therefore,” he added, “we may again 
hope that the conditions of successful 
negotiation will eventually be fulfilled. 
But there is much yet to be done.” 


Restore Unity 


The first thing to be done, according 
to the Chancellor, is to complete the 
restoration of Western unity—and here 
he had much to say about many cur 
rently controversial points, such as the 
British attempt to reduce their ground 
forces in NATO, Unity was indeed the 
leitmotivy of the whole conversation, re 
appearing again and again as “the key 
requirement 

For instance, the idea of a bi-lateral 
dialogue between the U.S. and the 
U.S.S.R. did not evoke much enthusiasm 
from the Chancellor. He admitted that 
Nikita Khrushchev's repéated invitations 
to such a dialogue might betoken a 
desire to .talk serious business. “But 
it would disunite the West.” All the 
easy ways out were ruthlessly rejected, 
in fact, and the absolute importance of 
Western unity, strength and clear-head- 
edness was ruthlessly insisted upon: 


Orderly House 


“The West must put its own house 
in order,” the Chancellor summed up. 
“Then and only then can we carry on 
these negotiations everyone desires with 
the Soviets, whose house is not alto ' 
gethey in order either.” 

Here, embedded in this sternly un- 
wishful analysis, is the grain of hope 
offered for the future. Great forces of 
change were more and more visibly at 
work in Soviet society. So if the West- 
ern nations maintained their common 
front and did not slacken their efforts, 
they would be rewarded in the end “with 
the true settlement, just to all, that we 
all desire.” 

And so. it ended, this experience which 
was not only curious but also highly 
tonic; for it is highly tonie nowadays 
to hear a Western leader talking no 
nonsense, making no chegp promises, and 
insisting that great efforts are the price 
that must be paid for any great 
success.

Harper's has its quota of adherents, and 
there are more Saturday Reviews sold in the 
capital than in Vancouver. 

The same holds for British publications. 
Victoria is rated the Number 1 area in all 
Canada for sale of this material on a per 
capita basis. The totals here—actual copies 
sold—are higher than either Vancouver or 
Winnipeg. 

Conversely, Victoria is low on consump- 
tion of seanda!l sheets. You can get your 
mud in this city if you want ‘to dig for it, 
but the vendors have never felt it financially 
advantageous to stock up on the muck-rakers. 

All. of which makes me feel cheerful 
about the. outlook here. If our people are 
keeping to a relatively wholesome diet for 
the mind, the influence should spread down 
to the younger ages. 

If our reading habits suggest-we're a 
bit intellectually snobbish, well, hurray for 
intellectual snobbery.

I'm told by Middle East experts that in 
this case the Jewish argument is essentially 
correct and that the Jordanians were merely 
out to score propaganda points and that they 
succeeded. The Security Council has been 
used all too often as a propaganda forum, but 
perhaps never before on stich a petty issue. 
However, it's always heartening when the 
Security Council gets a unanimous vote as it 
did this week.

The Security Council has no other 
on its agenda at the moment and this is an 
illustration of the low estate to which the 
council has fallen.

However, Secretary-General Dag Ham- 
merskjold is believed to be sounding out 
opinion on the idea of having a Security 
Council meeting, on disarmament, to be at- 
tended by foreign ministers. He is believed 
to have discussed this when he was in London 
last week and he may take it up with the 
Russians in Moscow, 


DOOR LEFT OPEN 

He was asked about a Moscow trip at & 
press conference this week. He didn't con- 
firm the suggestion but he carefully left the 
door open. . If the Russians are agreeable he 
will presumably go 

All of which could revitalize the Security 
Council, at least for the time being, and it 
could mean important work for Canada’s new 
UN representative, Charles Ritchie. Mr. 
Ritchie, a witty, scholarly, professorish look- 
ing former professor, was warmly welcomed 
when he took his seat this week. As Sir 
Pearson Dixon said, “it is a matter af pride” 
for the United Kingdom that Canada has 
achieved such a high reputation at the United 
Nations, that Canada has achieved “such a 
store of wisdom and political experience.” 

This promises to be the year when wisdom 
and political experience will be more needed 
than at any time since the first man tied a 
stone on to a stick and used it to kill an- 
other man.

The effects of import’ re- 
strictions on Canadian politics 
will be great and incalculable, 
will be exploited wisely or un- 
wisely by the Conservative 
government and the Liberal 
opposition and may well be- 
Come the core of our next 
election 

Washington, however, is 
not the place to discuss these 
things, for American politic- 
jans (as distinguished from 
the able and worried experts 
of government) know little 
and care less about Canadian 
politics, 

When, for example, this re- 
ported interrupted a Wash- 
ington visit to fly to Ottawa 
and ‘witness a recent parlia- 
mentary crisis he returned 
here to find politicans and 
journalists of the first rank 
quite unaware that anything 
of consequence had happened 
across the border. 


Both Ignorant 


If American politicians are 
ignorant of Canada—even un- 
aware in many cases that 
Canada buys far more in the 
United .States than it sells 
here Canadians often mis- 
understand the _ economic 
problems of the United States 
and the politics behind them. 
The present oil restrictions 
are a notable example of our 
ignorance. 

It should be recognized, in 
the first place, that these 
restrictions have nothing 
whatever to do with Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker’s rather 
reckless and doubtless regret 
ted threat to divert 15 per 
cent of Canada's American 
imports to Britain 

The restrictions were in the 
works before Mr. Diefen 
baker took office. They would 
have been enforced anyway, 
regardless of our election 
last June and Mr. Diefen 
baker’s subsequent threat 
For they are the result 
tirely of local and economic 
problems in the American oil 
industry 

After a shortage 
the post-Suez period, the Am 
erican oil industry of the Pa 
cific coast suddenly found it 
self drowning in a surplus 
Last autumn the whole oil 
price structure was threat 
ened with collapse—a_ col- 
lapse which would have been 
gravely damaging to the 
Canadian oj] industry since 
it cannot isolate itself from 
the world price 


Middle Course 


It soon became clear to the 
American government that if 
it did not restrict imports of 
oil from Alberta, or a fairly 
modest scale, the Congress 
would clap on drastic restric 
tions by legislation and make 
them permanent 

The goyernment therefore 


en 


during 


tried to steer a middle course 
witha formula under. which 
imports from Canada and 
other nations this year will 
be 15 per cent below the total 
for 1956-57. 

But since total imports this 
year would fall in any cas@ 
due to a business recession, 
it is calculated that Canadian 
exports will be about 7 per 
cent less than they would 
have been without restric- 
tions enforced individually 
through the American im- 
porting companies 

This is bad enough. It is 
not nearly as bad as it might 
have been, lacking skilful 
negotiation between Canadian 
and American officials. 

The case of metais is quite 
different. Here a strong Con- 
gress is seizing the initiative 
from a weak administration 
and is actuated solely by 
political pressures from the 
mining states, 

The Congress seems deter- 
mined to keep within the 
letter of General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade but to 
stretch its intentions out of 
joint 

By one means or another— 
tariffs, regulations or special 
taxes Canadian sales of 
lead, zinc and probably cop- 
per will be restricted; unless 
the administration is ready 
to fight on this issue as it 
has seldom fought on any 
other, or unless some saving 
gimmick can be invented 

There are two such pos- 
sible gimmicks, neither hope- 
ful. The American govern- 
ment could buy | Canadian 
metals for a defence stock- 
pile already overloaded, or it 
could propose some kind of 
subsidy to American produ- 
cers 

Canada would be foolish to 
count on any device. 
Indeed, the protectionist drive 
in the Congress may go be- 
yond the specific issues of oil 
and metals and threaten the 
survival of the reciprocal 
trade agreement legislation 
under which American tariffs 
have been greatly reduced in 
the last two decades

Exhausted Powers 


Actually most of the mile 
age in this legislation already 
has been used. The president 
has almost exhausted his 
powers to reduce tariffs with 
out consulting the Congress. 

But the symbolic, psycholo 
effect. of repealing or 
emasculating this law would 
be profound throughout the 
world, especially in Canada, 
the United States’ largest 
trading partner. 

Such a decision in the Con 
gress—and it is quite possible

The ef- 
fects on Canadian politics, 
though profound, would be

What Are Comets Made of? 


A first class comet is a real 
razzle-dazzle in the heavens. Its 
golden head outshines the 
brightest star. Its glowing tail 


streaks millions of miles over! 


the sky. It challenges the sun 
for a place in the daylight and 
may be seen at high noon. Yet 
this showy performer is not 
more than a loose bundle of 
debris. 

The only solid part of a 
comet is its head, or nucleus. 
This is believed to be composed 
of pebbles, gravel and dust. The 
bundle of debris is held loosely 
together by gravity. We are 
pretty sure there is plenty of 


space and maybe moye gases § 


between the fragments. For, in 
telescopic pictures, distant stars 
may be seen clear through the 
golden head .of the comet. 

A comet travels a long, nar- 
row orbit. One end of the long, 
thin oval loops close around the 
sun. The other end reaches 
out maybe beyond a distant 
planet. We see it only as it 
comes to loop around the sunny 
end of its orbit. For only then 
does it burst into glory, Then 
the stony head glows bright 
with borrowed radiance from 
the sun. The head crowns it 


Tail Reached to Jupiter his 


The tail of one great comet 
is said to have been over 500, 
000,000 miles long. It reached 
out to the orbit of Jupiter. In 
1910, the tail of Halley's comet 
was said to be some 15,000,000 
miles long. It crossed the orbit 
of the earth and the world 
passed through part of the com 
et's tail. Was everyone clouded 
in dazzling star dust? Not at 
all. -A few astronomers noted 
a very faint glow in the sky. 
Most people noticed nothing at 
all. This shows the fine, filmy 
naturg of the comet's tail. We 
see it in the sky, only because 
it is washed with the splendor 
of the sun. 

As it loops around the sun, 
the comet behaves like a duch- 
ess at court. She may bow low 
and turn around, but her train 
must be kept behind and her 
face towards the king. The 
comet faces the sun as it loops 
around. Its tail always points 
away from the sun. 

When the comet leaves the 
sun, its tail is pointing ahead 
of it. But its glory is spent be- 
fore it reaches the orbit of 
Mars. It slows down and con- 
tinues its orbit as a dark, cold 
cloud of flying gravel.

LONDON (Reuters)—Britain’s women soldiers 
today said a grateful farewell to 35,000 pairs of long 
woollen drawers originally earmarked for them ty 
the War Office. 

The International Save the Children Fund an- 
nounced that the ungainly underpants are being for- 
warded to youngsters _in.Greece,: Austria, Germany, 
Italy and Korea. 

Faced with a female rebellion, the War Office 
15 months ago agreed to grant a modest allowance 
to service women to buy their own underclothes. So 
few women are willing to wear the woollen drawers 
that officials estimated the stock on hand would have 
lasted for generations.
